Convocation focuses 
oneconomy pastoral

ALCALA PARK — Americans need 
to give poor persons the opportunity to 
help themselves and participate in the 
community, Jesuit Father Joe Daoust told 
some 125 people gathered for a 
convocation on the U.S. bishops’ pastoral 
letter on the economy Novy. 14 at the 
University of San Diego. 

“By bringing. people in from the 
margins of society, we will build solidarity 
... and create the community of God,”’ 
said Father Daoust, keynote speaker for 
the convocation on ‘‘Economic Justice for 
All: Catholic Social Teaching and the 
U.S. Economy.’’ The 54,000-word 
document was issued by the U. S. bishops 
in November 1986. 

The key to implementing the economy 
pastoral is to start with the document’s 
faith basis, explained Father Daoust, who 
teaches at the University of Detroit, has a 
doctorate in economics and is a lawyer. 

Christians must recall their covenant 
with God, he told those assembled for the 
event sponsored by Bishop Leo T. Maher 
and the diocesan Peace and Justice 


Commission. 

In the Old Testament, God’s covenant 
with the Jews was based on caring for 
widows, orphans and strangers — that 
society's marginalized groups, he said. 

Today, Christians’ covenant with God 
requires providing a preferential option 
for the poor, he added. 

“God wants us to be devoted to each 
other, to share with one another.”’ 
Americans must build ‘‘a community 


- committed to the common good,”’ Father 


Daoust said. 

He noted that this idea is contrary to a 
current American myth which states that 
“if someone has not made it in our 
society, that person is to blame.’’ 

Robert Pollin, one of 10 workshop 
presenters at the convocation, said the 
bishops’ letter has been criticized by ‘‘the 
mainstream press and economists’’ 
because the document says ‘‘a free 
market economy is not the way to solve 
the U.S.’s economic problems.”’ 

In the letter, ‘“The bishops are calling 
for full employment, increased welfare, 


-partial socialization of the means of 


production, and relief or cancellation of

Two parishes to set up 
neighborhood groups

SAN DIEGO — Residents of San 
Ysidro and City Heights are in the 
process of doing what several other local 
communities have done — improving the 
quality of life in their neighborhoods by 
establishing a community organization 
with the help of the San Diego Organizing 
Project and the U.S. bishops’ Campaign 
for Human Development. 

A $25,000 grant from CHD to SDOP, 
announced here in September (Southern 
Cross, Oct. 2), has been targeted for the 
two areas, said Steve Klink, SDOP 
executive director. _ 

SDOP was one of 216 community- 
based projects in the United States that 
received CHD grants totaling $6.5 
million this year. 

Begun in 1978, SDOP is a federation of 
community and _ church-based 
organizations and institutions that seek to 
empower people living in poorer areas, 
enabling them to correct problems in their 
communities. SDOP’s team of 
professional organizers assists community 
members in their efforts. 

Klink said the two organizations now 
being formed will be centered at the two 
parishes in the areas — Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel in San Ysidro and Our 


Lady of the Sacred Heart in East San 
Diego. 
Msgr. Francisco Aldasoro, Our Lady 


of Mount Carmel pastor, said San 
Ysidro’s community group hemea 
forming about two years ago. 

Steve Klink has been working wih 
some 25 parishioners to familiarize them 
with organizational techniques, Msgr. 
Aldasoro said. 

Some of the participants have been 
doing one-on-one interviews with area 
-residents to try to identify problems of 
greatest concern to San Ysidro’s 30,000 
residents, he said. 

Consuelo Ruiz, a member of the one- 
on-one interviewing team, noted the 
difference in responses between people of 
different age groups. ‘‘Older people don’t 
really have any opinions, but mothers 
with young children see many 
problems,’’ she said. 

One problem identified by interviewees 
has been the lack of facilities or programs 
for youth, she said. Many people feel this 
has led to increased drug abuse by teen-_ 
agers and higher pregnancy rates among 
teen-age girls in the area, added Ruiz, 
who has lived in San Ysidro for 14 years. 

Although the community organization © 
did not spearhead the drive, some 
members did assist in the clean-up of the

State superior courts 
to use teleconferencing

savings of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 

The law results fom an idea by Law 
Professor Robert Simmons of the 
University of San Diego. Simmons lost 
his sight in 1978 but continued to practice 
his profession. 

‘‘When I lost my sight, I began to 
depend’ much more heavily on the 
phone,”’ he said. ‘‘When I practiced law, 
I saved my clients a lot of money. and 
myself a lot of time by using the phone.”’ 

Simmons’ next project in the 
improvement of the judicial system is 
videoconferencing. He believes it is the 
next natural step for the courts to take.

Service center marks fifth anniversary

OCEANSIDE — The food will make a 
mouth-watering Thanksgiving dinner — 
stuffing mix, vegetables, bread, olives, 
pumpkin pie mix and a voucher to 
purchase meat. 

As volunteers at the Ecumenical 
Service Center prepared boxes of these 
food items for more than 30 needy 
families in the area, Director Marylou 
Sauerborn said she is thankful for the 65 
volunteers that enable the center to serve 
more than 500 clients each month. 

Some 60,000 have been helped since 
the center opened in 1982. 

ESC will celebrate its fifth anniversary 
at 6 p.m. Nov. 20 with a dinner-dance at 
the STAFF NCO club, Camp Pendleton. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher is expected to 
attend as a guest of honor, as the diocese 
is a sponsor of the center. 

Other guests representing the center’s 
sponsors will be Bishop C. Brinkley 
Morton of the Episcopal Diocese; Rev. 
Daniel Hansen, president of the Del 
Norte Conference of Lutheran Churches; 
Dis Faith Conklin, district 
superintendent of the Methodist Church; 
and Ann Jolly, moderator of the 
Presbytery of San Diego. 

Sauerborn hopes that proceeds of the 
dinner-dance will reach $10,000, which 
will be used to continue and expand the 
services of the center. 

These services include providing free 
food, clothing, medicine, shelter, 
transportation and household items to 
needy people. 

ESC is the only agency in the North 
County coastal region that ‘‘provides a 
consistent system of food distribution. No 
one has ever been turned away,’’ 
Sauerborn said, adding that families can 
receive commodities for approximately 30 
days. i 

About 25 percent of the clients are 
homeless. Many are female single 
parents; others are unskilled youth, 
mentally ill and elderly people on fixed 
incomes. 

The director described a 58-year-old 
disabled man who visited the center three 
years ago. An accident at the San Onofre 
nuclear plant left the employee 
permanently disabled with a speech

impediment and memory loss. He was 
unable to get another job, and his wife 
and children left him. 

A labor union tried to help him apply 
for Supplementary Security Income, but 
the victim could not remember the names 
of those who witnessed the accident. 

In the meantime, he lived in a friend’s 
garage in Vista. He tried again to obtain 
SSI benefits, but was rejected after failing 
to keep an 8 a.m. appointment in San 
Diego because buses from Vista did not 
run that early. 

In desperation, he brought his dilemma 
to ESC. The center supplied him with 
food and sought the help of the Legal Aid 
Society, which eventually obtained SSI 
aid for the client. Today he lives in an 
Oceanside apartment on a guaranteed 
monthly income, Sauerborn said. 

In addition to providing emergency 
aid, the director and a case worker — 
ESC’s only staff members — conduct case 
management studies of their clients’ 
needs. They also assess their eligibility for 
employment and government assistance 
and refer them to appropriate agencies. 

The center refers homeless, single men 
to the Good Samaritan House in 
Oceanside for temporary shelter. The

17-bed facility is operated by Catholic 
Community Services. Single women are 
referred to the nine-bed House of Martha 
and Mary operated by the Brother Benno 
Foundation, Sauerborn said. 

When these shelters are full, the center 
gives clients vouchers for short-term 
lodging at a local motel. 

ESC also administers a program 
whereby clients receive assistance to pay 
gas and electric bills and rent and 
mortgage payments to avoid eviction. 
These programs are funded by the 
Federal Emergency Management Act. 

The center’s annual operating budget 
is about $80,000. About one-third is 
funded by ESC sponsors: Catholic 
Community Services, Episcopal 
Community Services, Lutheran Social 
Services, Metro of the United Methodist 
Churches and the Presbytery of San 
Diego. Private foundations and the City 
of Oceanside also help fund the center, 
Sauerborn said. 

Private donations and an annual fund- 
raiser comprise the remaining 50 percent 
of ESC income. ; 

However, the need for assistance 
exceeds available services. ‘‘We need a 
shelter for families; there is none in North 
County, the director said. She refers 
homeless families to the St. Vincent de 
Paul Center and the Salvation Army in 
San Diego. 

As a member of the Regional Task 
Force for the Homeless, Sauerborn is 
working with the Interfaith Shelter 
Network to recruit churches to shelter 
homeless people for a two-week period on 
a rotating basis. 

Another goal ‘‘is to expand the base of 
support’’ by obtaining funds from more 


churches and community groups. 
Twenty-six North County churches, 
including three Catholic churches, 


currently contribute to the center. 

In an effort to increase employment 
opportunities for ESC clients, the director 
will meet with members of the Regional 
Employment Training Consortium, a 
federally funded job training program for 
San Diego County residents. 

Besides providing material benefits, 
ESC also fosters Christian unity, the 
director noted. 

““Volunteers from many 
denominations. realize how much they 
have in common in serving the needs of 
the poor,’’ Sauerborn said, adding, ‘‘The 
Gospel has the same message for all.’’

Religion teachers 


should not be 
spiritual wimps 


Maturity does not result from the abandonment of 
standards, principles and ideals that distinguish adults 
from children. Children learn from what they are taught 
by those responsible for teaching them and by the good 
example that is set for them by intelligent adults. 

Maturity develops by the acceptance of good standards 
of conduct and the personal application of them in every 
aspect of human behavior, bar none. 

The abandonment of good standards has occurred so 
much today because those responsible for perpetuating 
them have all too often lost their spiritual and moral 
perspective. They have converted to a _permissive- 
oriented philosophy that results in their rejection of the 
Fa rane aa a mene renee ee) wisdom, the guidance, the 
spiritual and moral direction 
they had acquired over the 
years from parents and 
others. 

Principles, standards and ideals that give strong 
direction to moral conduct that is constant are not 
of an implied approval of 
permissiveness. The words of the weak are never valued 
more highly than the words of the strong in matters of 
faith and morals. Insipidity and a weak will is not a good 
exchange for strong conviction and moral integrity. 

Those who teach religion should not be spiritual 
wimps. They should know for certain the difference 
between what is right and what is wrong, between what is 
spiritually good and what is dangerous. Never consider 
God to be a wimp, incapable of judgment, reward or 
punishment.

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Birthday to eternal life 


Death is inevitable, one of the ‘‘facts of life’’ that 
cannot be denied. During the month of November, our 
devotional life turns towards this important event with 
prayers to, and for, the souls in purgatory. 

These thoughts were reinforced by the inspiring 
Liturgy of Resurrection for Malvern James Dunn 
recently at Holy Trinity Church in El Cajon. The 
celebrant was Father Stephen Dunn, Malvern’s son, and 
the preacher was another son, Deacon Michael Dunn. 

The church was filled with concelebrating priests, 
relatives, friends and parishoners. This was certainly an 
inspiring tribute to a simple, hard-working man of great 
faith and charity. ; 

What brought us together was a combination of many 
things. Foremost had to be our common Christian belief 
in eternal life, won for us by Christ, and shared with him 
through the grace of faith and baptism. 

Equally strong was our belief in purgatory. Beyond the 
four great last things — death, judgment, heaven, hell — 
was our understanding of human nature and its weakness 
seen against the panorama of divine justice. 

““Write blessed are the dead who die in the Lord,”’ says 
the Spirit, ‘‘for their works follow them’’(Revelation 
eS) 

Surely our good works find favor before the Lord, but 
those human imperfections also go with us, and the justice 
of God must be requited. Here our Catholic faith makes 
us realize that we can help our loved ones as they wait the 
final purging that will prepare them for entrance into 
heaven. 

One of the greatest blessings that the Irish priests and 
Religious brought with them as they shored up the faith: 
on every continent, was devotion to the holy souls in 
purgatory. Not only does this devotion keep our own 


mortality always in sight, it makes us partners with the 
future saints in heaven, our generous intercessors. 

When the English oppressors kept the Catholic Irish 
from contact with each other except for weddings and 
funerals, little did they realize that these four centuries of 
persecution would be the source of Irish devotion to joyful 
family life and to the souls in purgatory. 

This was obvious as we visited with one another after 
Malvern’s funeral in the beautiful social center at Holy 
Trinity after the Mass. There is the sadness of loss, the 
tears of separation and the obvious absence. But we did 
not express sorrow as those who have no hope. 

There was the quiet, joyful, hopeful knowledge that we 
would one day be reunited with those we love and that, in 
the meantime, we can help them with our prayers. and 
good works. And, as we get older and watch time fly by 
ever more quickly, we know that that reunion will not be 
too far away. : 

For the early Roman Christians, the day of death was a 
natalitia, a birthday to eternal life. Aside from human 
emotions, that is the birthday that deserves real 
celebration. 

Or as St. Augustine remarked about 16 centuries ago, 
“It is an ancient and pious Christian duty to pray for the 
dead.’’ Today, it is just as pious as a practice, and just a 
little more ancient. 

The Rite of Christian Burial for Malvern James Dunn 
brought all this together in our place and time.

Is Catholic ed worth the cost? 


Is it worth a thousand dollars or more a year to send a 
child to a Catholic school, when a public school education 
is available for ‘‘nothing?’? Can a Catholic school 
education provide the same advantages as one received in 
a system where a much greater amount of money is 
available? 


A recent study shows that Catholic schools are indeed 
different from other schools, both public and private. In 
‘Public and Private High Schools: The Impact of 
Communities,’’ eminent researchers James Coleman and 
Thomas Hoffer indicate that Catholic high school 
students achieve academically the equivalent of one to two 
years more than their counterparts in public schools. 


Coleman and Hoffer suggest that such gains are 
produced by the more rigid curriculum of Catholic 
schools, a much lower dropout rate, and a greater 
likelihood that students who are academic or disciplinary 
“‘problems’’ will be nurtured by the Catholic school. 
Catholic high school graduates are more likely to attend 
and stay in college partly because higher expectations of 
achievement were placed on them in high school. 


The underlying cause for these successes, according to 
Coleman and Hoffer, is the presence of a school 
community of educators and parents who share values 
and who actively participate to nurture them in students. 


In the view of Coleman and Hoffer, public schools view 
education as a process of ‘‘releasing a child from the 
blinders imposed by accident of birth,’ blinders such as 
economic or social background. Schools open wide 
horizons to children and implant in them a common 
American identity. However, often parental goals are 
frequently thwarted in this process in order to accomplish 
the purpose of the system. 


Private schools, on the other hand, are seen as 
extensions of the family. They reinforce the family’s 
values. Parents are attracted to a non-religious private 
school because of its agreement with their educational 


values. 


Rarely, however, is there much interaction among the 
families of students at such schools. Such _ school 
communities are what Coleman and Hoffer call ‘‘value 
communities,’’ in which the shared values center only 
around the role and type of academic preparation which 
students should receive. 


A Catholic school, however, differs from either of the 
above types of schools because it forms a ‘‘functional 
community,’” one in which parents not only think alike 
about the religious and academic values they want their 
children to have, but they actively participate and interact 
in school and church activities. Reinforcement of values 
thus occurs. 


The “‘social capital,’’ or depth of relationships among 
students, parents and educators, contributes to the 
greater success of Catholic schools, even without all the 
economic resources enjoyed by public and other private 
schools. Catholic schools thus help parents fulfill their 
role as the primary educators of their children. 


The findings of this study certainly are encouraging to 
Catholic educators. Coleman and Hoffer’s research 
should cause all Catholic parents to think deeply about the 
education of their children. 

All parents want the best for their children. The 
advantages of reinforcing family religious values and of 
greater academic achievement are indeed worth the 
financial sacrifices sometimes required to send children to 
Catholic school.

Local women reflect on their role

ALCALA PARK — More than 70 women and three 
men from throughout the diocese gathered at the 
University of San Diego last week for an evening of 
prayer, reflection and sharing on the role of women in the 
church. 

Hosted by the Institute for Christian Ministries, ‘‘An 
Evening in the Spirit of Sophia’’ attracted women of all 
ages who came to listen to the experience of those who 
attended the Women-Church meeting in Cincinnati last 
month and to reflect and pray about their own vision for 
the future of women in the church. 

Sister Patricia Heaney, OLVM, spoke first, describing 
the kind of power women in the church are claiming 
today. ‘‘It is a power of transformation,’’ she said, ‘‘... a 
power that does not dominate, control or manipulate, a 
power that influences ... the kind of mysterious power we 
experience in the seed bursting forth new life, the power 
in the hills greening before us. It truly is the power that 
Jesus reveals to us.”’ 

Sister Heaney referred to the greening power described 
by Hildegard of Bingen, a Christian mystic who lived in' 
the 11th century. Hildegard saw the soul as the ‘‘freshness 
of the flesh, rather than engaged in a warring struggle 
with the body as described by Saint Augustine, Sister 
Heaney pointed out. 

Hildegard, she added, believed that Christ brought 
lush greenness to a shriveled and wilted people and 
institutions and that the Holy Spirit is ‘‘greening power in 
motion, making all things grow, expand, celebrate.’’ A 
person doing good works, Hildegard wrote, was like an 
orchard bearing good fruit. 

“‘We are not here to organize to reform patriarchal 
structures or even to knock on the doors and say ‘Please, 
let us in, let us serve, celebrate, minister, let us be a part.’ 
We are here to listen to this Greening God, this Sophia, 
Holy Spirit, Wisdom God seeking a dwelling place among 
humanity.”’ : 

Denise Wieme, a member of Resurrection parish in 
Escondido, shared her own story as a daughter of the 
church who has struggled with the rules and regulations, 
yet has also been aware of an ‘‘inner thread running 
through my life of love, acceptance, concern, 
encouragement an inner voice that resisted and 
envisioned change.’’ 

She said that becoming aware of the church’s history 
“‘exposed and expressed the disconcerting things about 
the church which led to disillusionment and rebellion: 
hierarchy, structure, the sense of church as brick-building 
and not people.’’ But that rebellion is positive, she said, 
because it can express the hope of change. ‘‘I do not have 


to be subservient to be a faithful daughter of the church, 
but I can’t remain passive, silent; I have the power to 
enter the song, the Magnificat.’’ ~ 

Through her various ministries as a Eucharistic 
minister, hospice organizer, lector, RCIA catechist and 
Heart Association volunteer, Wieme said she became 
aware of her gifts as a leader and the importance of 
education. 

She recounted the story of the bent-over women in the 
Gospel of Luke and urged her audience to ‘‘free ourselves 
of our bent patterns of thinking’ and allow the Word of 
God to touch us directly and reveal that which we know to 
be true.’’ 

Chris Whitten, also of Resurrection parish, said the 
Women-Church convergence challenged her to 
“recognize my involvement and acceptance of patriarchal 
models of relationship that oppress and suppress, 
regardless of the gender of that leadership.’’ She showed 
how language that excludes women reflects sexism and 
supports discrimination. ‘“Thought not only shapes 
language, but language shapes thought.”’ 

Whitten said that the ‘‘richness of the feminine model 
with its values of inclusiveness, its impelling nature to 
nurture, and its call for bondedness to all of creation is 
lacking in the world, both in its secular and religious

Charity to remain a strong force. She suggested that 
feedback from associations worldwide could enable the 
AIC to take action on the local, national or international 
level.

She said 
she was impressed with the group in San Diego because 
service was the most important factor, with fund-raising 
as the backbone.

Third World debt,’’ said Pollin, an 
assistant professor of economics at the 
University of California, Riverside. 

These suggestions have led to the

The U.S, bishops have called for a 
return to the three to four percent 
unemployment rate established through 
the full-employment acts following World 
War II, he explained.

percent, Imperial County’s rate is almost

Father Daoust said Americans must 
recommit themselves to the war on 
poverty, as was done in the early 1960s 
after President John F. Kennedy detailed 
the “‘other America,’’ the 22 percent of 
Americans living below the poverty level 
at that time. 

. \ Co ‘We fought back as a people and got it 
down to 11 percent by 1973,’’ the Jesuit 

| priest said. 

. However, in the last 15 years the 
number of people living below the 
poverty line has risen 50 percent, he said, 
adding that some 6 million Americans are 
now in this group. He noted that 
minorities and single women with 
children are more likely to live in poverty 
than other Americans. 

Sister RayMonda DuVall, CHS, 
another workshop presenter, said that to 


break the cycle of poverty in the United 


States, efforts must be made to provide 


affordable housing, steady employment 
with reasonable pay, and _ reasonably 
priced and reliable childcare. 

‘‘Thirty-four percent of all households 
below the poverty line are single women 
head of household’’ types, said Sister 
DuVall, director of Emergency Services 
at Catholic Community Services for the 
Diocese of San Diego. 

Re-education and realistic job training 
could help solve the plight of poor 
persons, many of whom have lived in 
poverty for generations, she said. 

She noted the importance of inner city 
Catholic schools because these institutions 
can give poor children the education 
needed to break out of the poverty they 
live in. The inner city is ‘‘where you often 
find children living with single black or 
Hispanic women,’’ ‘she said. 

To ensure that such schools continue to 
operate, Sister DuVall suggested that 
parishes located in more affluent sections 
of San Diego could give financial support 
to inner city parochial schools. 

Father Daoust said, ‘‘Job creation 
strategies’ will be needed to lower the 
unemployment rate and the number of 
people living in poverty. Such items will 
cost money and require a change in 
structures within the economic system, he 
added. 

“This is where we have to link the 
bishops’ peace and economic pastorals,”’ 
Father Daoust said. 

No additional spending is needed to 
implement the economy pastoral, he 
explained. Instead money should be taken 
from the military budget and put into 
“‘the security of human persons who live 
in this society,’’ he said, adding that the 
United States’ should move from ‘a 
missile in every pot to a chicken in every 
pot.”’ 

“‘Tt would only take the cost of the B-1 


- bomber program to pay for the cost of a 


job retraining program,’’ Father Daoust 
said. 

He said Americans should not feel 
powerless when it comes:to the economy. 
“The economy is not a machine, but 
people doing with, for and to people. It’s 
something we’ve created,’’ so we can take 
action against the social evils created by 
the economy, he said. 

Americans, including economists, can 
turn to the prophets, Christ and the 
Scriptures for the answers to this nation’s 


economic ills, Father Daoust said. 


. The United States must turn away 
from ‘‘practical atheism’’ 


in which people

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Kennedy gets 
mixed reaction 
from pro-lifers 


WASHINGTON — One pro-life 
organization expressed ‘‘tremendous 
apprehension’’ Nov. 12 about Anthony M. 
Kennedy, President Reagan’s third 
nominee to the U.S. Supreme Court, but 

,, other abortion opponents were generally 
* supportive of the choice. 

Abortion supporters said they were 
waiting until confirmation hearings to give 
a ‘‘definitive’’ response. 

Kennedy, 51, wasnominated by Reagan 
Nov. 11 inthe president’s third bid to fill the 
vacancy on the high court created by the 
retirement of Justice Lewis F. Powell Jr. 

A native of Sacramento, Kennedy has 
served on the 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals since 1976. Heis anactive member 
of Holy Spirit Parishin Sacramento. 

Reagan’s second nominee, Judge 
Douglas H. Ginsburg, withdrew his name 
Nov. 7 after it was revealed that he had used 
marijuana. The president’s first choice, 

Judge Robert H. Bork, was rejected by the 
Senate inlate October. 

“‘We have. tremendous apprehension’”’ 
about Kennedy, said Judie Brown : 
president of the American Life League, ina 
Nov. 12 telephone interview. ‘‘Our sense is 

“not good, and we cannot at this tim 
support him.”’ 

She said her organization was concerned 
about a 1980 case in which Kennedy upheld 
the Navy’s policy of discharging sailors 
discovered to be homosexuals. At the time 
he said he was only ruling on the legality, 
not the wisdom of the policy. 

He also made a passing reference to Roe 
vs. Wade, the 1973 Supreme Court 
decision. legalizing abortion, but in 
Brown’s view the reference was ‘‘not 
qualified andleads us to be suspicious about 
his feeling on Roevs. Wade,”’ she said. 

In the ruling Kennedy refused to extend 
the right to privacy to protect those sailors 
discharged from the Navy, but in general 
observers say he seems to accept the right to 
privacy. The privacy doctrine is the basis 
for abortion rights. 


USCC: Justice demands 
minimum wage increase 


WASHINGTON — Congressional 
intent 50 years ago and Catholic social 
teaching both support an increase in the 
federal minimum wage, the U.S. Catholic 
Conference told a congressional 
subcommittee. 

The USCC’s views were expressed in 
testimony to the Senate Subcommittee on 
Labor Standards, part of the Senate 
Education Committee, by Father J. Bryan 
Hehir, USCC secretary for social 
developmentand world peace. 

His comments in his late October 
testimony were released by the USCC, 
public policy arm of the National 
Conference of Gatholic Bishops. 

“In our view, Congress in 1937 met its 
responsibility to social justice when it 
established a just minimum wage,’’ the 
USCC official testified. ‘“The original idea 
was to set a minimum somewhat 
resembling a living wage. It was thought 
that such a wage was slightly more than half 
the average wage in the private sector.”’ 

The original minimum wage was 25 
cents an hour and Congress originally 
assumed that the level would be adjusted as 
the wage average increased, Father Hehir 
said. 

“‘Congress, unfortunately, never wrote 
thisintothelaw,’’ hesaid. 

Legislation proposed in Congress would 

~ increase the minimum wage, currently 
$3.35 an hour, over several years. : 

According to the USCC, in the first year, 
the minimum wage would increase by 50 
cents hourly, 40 cents for the second and 
third years, and after that would be indexed 
to be 50 percent of the average U.S. hourly 
wage.

Bishops OK retirement collection

WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
bishops opened their fall general 
meeting in Washington by approving 
a new national collection to ease the 
retirement burdens of religious orders 
and by hearing glowing accounts of the 
success of the papal trip to the United 
States. 

Meeting Nov. 16-19 in 
Washington, the approximately 300 
bishops in attendance heard their 
president declare that Pope John Paul 
II found a ‘“‘dynamic and vibrant’’ 
church in the United States during his 
September pastoral visit. 

Another prelate called the pope’s 
visit ‘‘a great experience”’ for the U.S. 
church. 

During the meeting’s first day anda 
half the bishops also began 
consideration of a dozen or more 
“action items’’ — such as a proposed 
statement on Central America critical 
of some Reagan administration 
policies in the region — on which they 
were to vote later in the week. 

The bishops Nov. 17 
overwhelmingly approved the 
national collection for the retirement 
needs of religious orders: 
Communities of nuns have been 
particularly hard hit by the retirement 
debt, estimated to total $2.5 billion. 

Opening the meeting at the Capital 
Hilton Hotel Nov. 16 with a speech on 
the papal trip, Archbishop John L. 
May of St. Louis, NCCB president, 
said that those who said the pope was 
coming ‘“‘to scold us’’ or that his talks 
would be ‘“‘irrelevant and insensitive’’ 
were proven wrong. 

“‘Nothing could be further from the 
truth,’’ hesaid. 

He said the dialogue between the 
pope and the U.S. church begun 
during the trip would continue next 
year when U.S. bishops make their 


required five-yearvisitsto Rome. 

Archbishop Pio Laghi, Vatican 
ambassador to the United States, 
added later in the day that the papal 
trip and the response to it made iit clear 
that U.S. Catholicism is a church in 
communion with the bishop of Rome. 

In another papal visit report Nov. 
17, Archbishop Thomas C. Kelly of 
Louisville, Ky., who headed an ad hoc 
committee which coordinated the trip, 
said, ‘‘All in all this was a great 
experience for the Catholic Church in 
the United States.’’. 

He said that as a result people are 
showing greater interest in the church 
and returning tothe sacraments. 

For the most part, though, the 
agenda for the bishops’ meeting, 
which was to conclude Nov. 19, was 
focused not on the papal trip but on 
statements and reports for the bishops’ 
consideration. 

One agenda item — proposed 
guidelines for improving bishop- 
theologian relations and resolving 
disputes over theological or doctrinal 
matters — drew criticism for being 
theologically ‘‘lacking.”’ 

Archbishop J. Francis Stafford of 
Denver questioned both the 
guidelines’ theological basis and the 
fact that bishops had only a month to 
study them. When Archbishop Philip 
M. Hannan of New Orleans asked if 
the proposal could be tabled, he was 
told his motion would be out of order 
until the bishops formally debate and 
vote on the document Nov. 19. 

One report that had been expected 
at this meeting but was put off until 
spring was an assessment by a 
committee of bishops of the morality of 
current nuclear deterrence policies. 

The committee, headed by Cardinal 
Joseph L. Bernardin of Chicago, was 
formed two years ago after some 
bishops argued that the bishops’ 
strictly conditioned moral acceptance 


of deterrence in their 1983 pastoral 
letter on war and peace had been 
violated by lack of progress in arms 
control and increased defense 
spending by the Reagan 
administration. 

Cardinal Bernardin noted in a 
report mailed to bishops before the 
meeting that there have been rapid 
changes in recent- months: in 
U.S.-Soviet negotiations on nuclear 
weapons and said the situation 
“‘should be made more clear in the next 
six months.”’ 


Also during the first two days of the 
meeting the bishops elected 
Archbishop Daniel W. Kucera of 
Dubuque, Iowa, as their conference 
treasurer forthe next three years. 

Other action items on which the 
bishops were to vote included: 


¢ The Central America statement, 
which updates a statement approved 
by the bishops in 1981. The new 
statement calls U.S. policy on 
Nicaragua ‘‘morally flawed”’ and says 
the lives of Central Americans should 
not be used ‘‘as pawns in a superpower 
struggle.” 


¢ A national pastoral plan for 
ministry to U.S. Hispanics. The plan, 
among other things, calls for creation 
of small parish-based communities to 
give Hispanics a greater sense of 
belonging. 

e A statement critical of school- 
based health clinics which give 
contraceptives and abortion services to 
teen-agers. 


e A proposed new rite for use in 
celebrations of marriage between 


' persons of different faiths.

Looking for a way out 


Dear Looking, 

I’ve talked to other kids who have said just about the 
same things.

Doesn’t hypocrisy offend you? 

If you are truly questioning your faith, it is important 
to look for the answers. Questioning is an active process.

One of 
the priests (or the youth minister, DCM, or deacon) in 
your parish might be willing to meet with you on a regular 
basis in place of the classes. This commitment would 
probably include some reading and thought on your own 
time, but might require less meeting time.

Pope bolsters deacons’ 
ministry, leaders say

Pope John Paul II made some 
significant advances in spelling out the 
Holy See’s position on permanent 
deacons during his visit to the United 
said. Deacon Samuel Taub, 
director of the U.S. bishops’ national 
office for the permanent diaconate, in 
Washington D.C. 

Leaders of the permanent diaconate in 
the Diocese of San Diego thought the 
pope’s remarks not only bolstered and 
encouraged the diaconate community but 
also helped the rest of the church in 
understanding the diaconate and _ its 
potential. 

When Pope John Paul met with 
permanent deacons in Detroit on Sept. 
19, it was the first meeting the pope had 
ever devoted exclusively to permanent 
deacons and their wives in his 36 trips 
abroad as pope. 

It was also one of the few occasions in 
his pontificate that he spoke at all, let 
alone extensively, on the permanent 
diaconate. 

Permanent’ deacons, 94 percent of 
whom are married, are ordained, 
receiving the Sacrament of Holy Orders, 
and thus, are members of the clergy. 


During the papal meeting, Deacon - 


Taub related, the pope: 

— Emphasized, for the first time, the 
primacy of the deacon’s service of charity 
and social justice; 

— Spoke approvingly for the first time 
of the large number of permanent 
deacons ordained in the United States; 

— Integrally linked married deacons’ 


wives to the life, ministry and spirituality 


of their husbands in a way that went 
beyond previous Vatican statements on 
that issue. 

Those developments strongly affirmed 
the approaches taken in the U.S. 
permanent diaconate program, Deacon 
Taub said in an early November 
interview with National Catholic News 
Service. 

Father J. Patrick Foley, director of 
permanent diaconate for the San Diego 
diocese, told Southern Cross Nov. 13, a 
major significance of the pope’s 
comments was that they indicated ‘‘we’re 
all saying the same thing. 

“*Everything we’re doing in diaconate 
formation in this diocese reflects the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops’ 
guidelines. And the pope is saying the 
same things’’ that are reflected in the 
guidelines, he said. 

The pope ‘‘put the priority of diaconal 
ministry in the area of social justice on 
charity. He was specific regarding the 
areas of justice and charity where the 
deacon should be involved,’’ Father Foley 
said. 

Deacon Frank Walton, an associate 
director of the permanent diaconate in the 
San Diego diocese, told Southern Cross 
Nov. 12, he thought the pope’s focus on 


the deacon’s direct service to the needy © 


was the most important aréa of the pope’s 
address. 

It showed that ‘‘the primary concern of 
the deacon is what I am, and not what I 
do,’’ he said. 

He welcomed the pope’s comments 
relating social justice to charity. 
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“‘Nowadays, social justice seems to be 
connected to social activism,” 
Walton said. 

In his talk the pope said that peau 

“‘ministry of charity’’ requires them ‘‘to 
be a positive influence for change in the 
world in which we live, that is, to be a 
leaven — to be the soul of human society 
— so that society may be renewed by 
Christ and transformed into the family of 
God.”’ 

The ‘‘temporal order’’ that deacons 
must deal with in their ministry, the pope 
added, ‘‘includes marriage and the 
family, the world of culture, economic 
and social life, the trades and professions, 
political institutions, the solidarity of 
peoples and issues of justice and peace.”’ 

The pope stressed that while a deacon 
shares in the ‘“‘sacramental grace’’ of 
ordination and is therefore part of the 
clergy, “‘his secular occupation gives him 
entry into the temporal sphere in a way 
that is normally not appropriate for other 
members of the clergy.” 

Also in the Detroit meeting the pope 
said the ordination of nearly 8,000 
permanent deacons in the United States 
in 20 years ‘‘is a great encouragement.’’ 

Deacon Taub said the papal 
endorsement came against a history of 
Vatican wariness over the rapid growth of 
the diaconate in the United States, which 
has three-fifths of the world’s total of 
permanent deacons. 

The permanent deacons who met with 
Pope John Paul were particularly 
encouraged by the recognition the pope 
gave to the role of married deacons’ wives 
as collaborators in the ministry of their 
husbands, Deacon Taub said. 

The papal references to collaboration 
and spiritual growth of the wives of 
deacons affirmed and reinforced U.S. 
permanent diaconate policies, ‘he added. 

He said the policies emphasize the 
spiritual formation of the wives as well as 
the deacons, and they call for screening 
the wives of potential deacons as-carefully 
as the.candidates themselves. 

“It’s evident to us that there’s a new 
appreciation’’ in the Vatican of the need 
for “‘the spiritual development of both the 
deacon and his wife,’’ Taub said. 

Deacon Taub said the pope’s accent on 
a ministry of charity as the deacon’s most 
basic service may help correct an 
imbalance in public perceptions of 
permanent deacons. 

“The problem is that the average 
Catholic only sees the deacon in his 
liturgical ministry,’’ he said. ‘“They 
don’t see him in his one-on-one ministry 
or his ministry in the marketplace’’ 
despite the fact that U.S. guidelines on 
permanent deacons stress those roles. 

The fact that the pope emphasized the 
deacon’s service role ‘‘gives it an 
affirmation that could not be made by 
anyone else,’’ Deacon Taub said. 

Father Foley sees the pope’s remarks as 
giving credibility to the diaconate. People 
who might have had the impression of 
deacons as ‘‘half-cocked do-gooders,”’ 
might now see them as people ‘‘the pope 
himself has acknowledged and 
encouraged,’’ he said.
